Authority of both Houſes: of Parlia- 
ment, 'or otherwiſe to be evicted or diſpoſed 
of,. whereby the ſaid eight thouſand pounds 
per annrw cannot be raiſed, and the ſaid Ar- 
reares- paid unto the ſaid Prince EleGor ac- 
cording to this preſent Ordinance; that-then 
in- purſuance of their faid former intentions
